Group IV, claim(s) 12, drawn to a method for preventing hybridization of a hybridization probe 
in which a nucleotide sequence comprising labeled nucleotides is added to a DNA to be labeled. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The inventions of Groups I-IV are linked by the use 
of inclusion of nucleotides, e.g., deoxyinosine (claims 1, 2 and 9) that have weaker affinity of 
hydrogen bonding than do traditional nucleotides. Goldgaber et al., (US Patent 4,912,206) 
disclose at least one probe (Fig. 1; column 1) that comprises deoxyinosine nucleotides. 
Accordingly, the aspect of using nucleotides such as deoxyinosine in hybridization methods was 
known and does not constitute a special technical feature. Therefore, while the inventions are 
linked, they are not linked by a special technical feature and as such, they do not have unity of 
invention.
